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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second Wed- 
nesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 

STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly:— That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following: "Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CON- 
VENTION. 

ARTICLE 11. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in the 
State of Connecticut; and to act as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of 
Connecticut in advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particu- 
larly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic interests of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist Churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist Churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a 
hundred resident members and for each church school connected with it; provided, 
however, that no church shall be permitted to send more than five delegates besides 
its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and officers of the 
Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; officers of this Convention and 
members of its Board of Managers; officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, ofiFicers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society, officers of the 
Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council and officers of the Connecticut Baptist Board of 
Promotion shall be exofficio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled 
to all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the General Secretary 
of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording Secretary shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall serve from the close of the 
annual meeting at which they are elected until the close of the next annual meet- 
ing, or until their successors have been elected. The Treasurer and Secretary shall be 
elected by the Board of Managers. 
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Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of President, the 
First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also is vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers 
shall elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal 
of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common practice pertain 
to their respective offices. 


ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President of the Convention and forty- 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual meeting of the Conven- 
tion for the term of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its 
elective members shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be ex- 
officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Mana- 
gers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the for- 
mer Constitution and for a term of two years those trustees who have two years to 
serve under the former Constitution; and in addition to these the Convention at the 
annual meeting at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 
for a term of three years. V^hen the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen mem- 
bers, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occurring from other 

causes than the expiration of terms, shall be elected at each annual meeting for the 
term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided as nearly 

equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. The President, and the 
Vice-President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut shall be ex- 
officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privileges and 

authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by by-laws 
adopted by the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of all the 
delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s previous notice. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I, MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on the third 
Thursday in October, at 7:30 P. M. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Convention may be called by the President at 
the direction of the Board of Managers 

Sec. 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any number shall 
have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. The sessions of the annual meeting shall be under the control of the 
Program Committee, which shall have the power to make all arrangements for speak- 
ers for the Convention, except the preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion 
the time to the speakers as the different departments of the work may require, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Convention at the first session. 

Sec. 5. No objects except those provided for by the Constitution and By-Laws 
shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the unanimous consent of the 
Convention. 

Sec. 6. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall be regulated 
by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 7. The fiscal year of the Convention shall begin the first day of May. 

ARTICLE 11. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following committees shall be appointed each year, to report 
at the meeting then in progress: 

A. A committee on the place of the next meeting and the preacher of the 
next annual sermon, consisting of three members. 

Section 2. The following standing committees shall be appointed each year to 
report at the next annual meeting: 

A. A committee on the nomination of Convention officers and members of the 
Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each association, nominated by 
the delegates of the respective associations in attendance at the Convention. 

B. A committee on the program of the next meeting, consisting of five or more 
members, including the president of the Convention, the president of the Woman’s 
Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the general secretary and the pastor of the 
entertaining church. 

C. A committee on enrollment of the next meeting consisting of three members. 

D. An obituary committee, consisting of six members, one from each Association. 

E. A committee on resolutions. 

Section 3. Such other committees as may be found necessary may be appointed. 

Section 4. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appointed by the 
President. 
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ARTICLE III. PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council, consisting of nine (9) 
members appointed for three (3) years, and so constituted that the terms of three 
of its members shall expire yearly. Three (3) members of the Council shall be 
laymen, and the Secretary of the Convention shall be a member ex-officio. 

Section 2. The adoption of this Article shall appoint the present members of 
the Committee on Ministerial Standing as members of the Permanent Council in 
the order of their terms of service. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the State Permanent Council to act in ad- 
visory capacity to churches, pasters and Association Permanent Councils. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT COUNCIL 
OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

The President each year shall appoint the number of delegates required to 
represent the Convention on the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious 
Education and these delegates shall constitute the Convention Committee on the 
Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education. 


BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the year, 
as follows: One within a month after the adjournment of the annual meeting of 
the Convention; one on a date in April or May, determined by itself; and one on 
the day preceding the next annual meeting of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, and shall 
be called by him upon the request in writing of five members of the Board. 

Sec. 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, un- 
less excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creating a vacancy. 
Removal of any member from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. The 
Board shall have power to fill vacancies occurring in its membership during the in- 
terim between annual meetings of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In his ab- 
sence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of the President and 
the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of 
the three, the Recording Secretary shall call the meeting to order and the Board 
shall proceed to choose a President pro tern. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of all its pro- 
ceedings. 

Sec. 6. The traveling expenses of the members to all meetings of the Board, 
excepting those held at the time of the annual meeting of the Convention, shall be 
paid by the Convention. 
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ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the Conven- 
tion when it is not in session and have supervision through the General Secretary of 
all the work of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board, in co-operation with the Council of Finance and Promotion 
of The Northern Baptist Convention, shall provide for raising and disbursing money 
for the work of the Convention and the co-operating and other affiliating societies 
included in the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention, according to 
the Charter and Constitution. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall prepare annually a budget embracing the estimated fi- 
nancial needs of all departments of the Convention for the ensuing year, to be sub- 
mitted for authorization by the Finance Committee of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. . 

Sec. 4. The Board shall effect an agreement with the Council of Finance and 
Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention determining the portion the Coun- 
cil shall bear of the expenses incident to raising the apportionment of Connecticut 
Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

Sec. 5. Likewise the Board shall effect an agreement with the American Bap- 
tist Publication Society whereby this society shall share with the Convention on an 
equitable basis the expense of promoting in Connecticut the work of Christian edu- 
cation. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall effect an agreement with the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society whereby this society shall share with the Convention on an equitable 
basis the expense of home missionary work in Connecticut. 

Sec. 7. The Board shall make all appropriations toward the aid of churches 
and the payment of salaries of missionaries and other workers in accordance with the 
rules included in these By-Laws. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may be needed properly to con- 
duct the work of the Convention, including, as may be deemed necessary, a General 
Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Director of Christian Education, a Director of 
Promotion, a Collector of Missionary Funds, and a Treasurer who may be either a 
person or a fiduciary institution of approved standing. The Director of Promotion, 
who may be one of the other agents, shall be chosen by concurrent acting of the 
Board and the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. 


Sec. 9. The Board shall each year appoint an Auditor, who shall carefully audit 
the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention. The Auditor shall be a cer- 
tified public accountant, or firm of accountants, of recognized standing. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall have power to fix the salaries of all persons em- 
ployed by it. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall require bond of all its financial agents. 
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Sec. 12. The Board at its first meeting shall appoint from its membership the 
following committees which shall be charged with definite responsibilities in the work 
of the Convention: 

A. A Missionary Committee, to be styled "The Connecticut Baptist ^Board of 
Promotion”, consisting of not more than eighteen members. The Woman’s Baptist 
Mission Society of Connecticut and the National Societies of The Northern Baptist 
Convention each shall have the right to appoint one member, preferably from the 
membership of the Board of Managers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention 

B. Finance Committee, consisting of six members, and the President. 

C. Committee on Christian Education, consisting of seven members. 

D. Publicity Committee, consisting of five members. 

E Committee on Work Among New Americans, consisting of five members. 

F. ' Committee on Aided Churches, consisting as far as practicable of one mem- 
ber from each association. 

G. Committee on Evangelism, consisting as far as practicable of one member 
from each association. 

H. Committee on Social Service, consisting of five members. 

I. Executive Committee, consisting of not fewer than fifteen members, including 
the President, who shall be chairman, the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent, and the chairmen of the standing committee of the Board of Managers named 

above. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Managers may appoint from its membership or from 
the Convention such other committees as may be necessary to the successful conduct 
of the work. 

Sec. 14. The Board shall make a full report of its transactions at least an- 
nually to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. "Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion” (Missionary Committee). 

(a) The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion shall be the medium through 
which the Convention shall co-operate with the Council of Finance and Promotion of 
The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary and the Director of Promo- 
tion, the Board (Missionary Committee) shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the Unified Budget of the Convention and co-operating and other affiliating 
societies of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(c) The representative of the Convention on the Council of Finance and Pro- 
motion of The Northern Baptist Convention shall be elected by the Board of Mana- 
gers, and shall by virtue of such election be a member ex-officio of the Board of 
Promotion. 

(d) The Board of Promotion, through the Director of Promotion or its chair- 
man, shall make reports of its work annually to the Convention, and to the Council 
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of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention as by that body di- 
rected. 

Section 2. Finance Committee. 

(a) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the handling of all 
the Convention Funds and in the investing of trust funds, subject to the approval 
of the Board of Managers. 

(b) The chairman or vice-chairman of the committee shall countersign all orders 
drawn on the Treasurer by the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers at 
the authorization of the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee. 

(c) The Finance Committee shall not permit any of the funds of the Con- 
vention to be loaned to any officer, legal adviser, or member of the Board of Mana- 
gers, or to any corporation or business enterprise in which any of them is personally 
interested. 

(d) The Finance Committee shall not permit the use of the Permanent Funds 
belonging to the Convention, except as authorized by the Board of Managers. 

(e) The Finance Committee shall require all the financial agents of the Con- 
vention to make their annual reports covering the same period of time. 

(f) It shall be the duty of the committee to prepare each year a missionary 
budget to be submitted to the Board of Managers, when approved by it, to the 
churches. The committee shall receive from the General Secretary an estimate of 
the amount of money needed by the Convention for the ensuing year and from the 
Council of Finance and Promotion the apportionment of the co-operating national so- 
cieties falling to the churches of Connecticut, and on the basis of such information 
make up the unified budget to be approved by the Board of Managers, with or 
without changes, and submitted to the churches. 

(g) The committee shall make a report of its transactions at the annual meet- 
ing of the Convention. 

Section 3. The Committee on Christian Education. 

(a) The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work of Chris- 
tian education in its different phases, including Church School and Young People’s 
activities. Teacher Training, Church Vacation Schools, and all other lines of instruc- 
tion and study included in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian edu- 
cation for the local church. 

(b) The committee shall maintain close co-operation with the American Baptist 
Publication Society and the General Board of Education of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, in order to participate in the development of the denomination’s plans 
of Christian education. 

(c) The committee shall approve all Christian education programs before they 
may be promoted in the state in the name of the Convention. 

(d) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual meeting, 
through the Secretary of Christian Education, or its chairman. 
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Section 4. The Publicity Committee. 

(a) The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication of The Con- 
necticut Baptist. It shall appoint a Business Manager and co-operate with him in 
circulating the paper. It shall present the interests of the paper to the Convention 
at its meetings and devise means of increasing its subscription list. 

(b) The committee shall co-operate with the secretaries, as opportunity permits, 
in the distribution of such literature as will best acquaint the churches with the 
needs and achievements of the Convention and the denomination. 

Section 5. The Committee on Work Among New Americans. 

(a) The Committee on Work Among New Americans shall have charge of 

the work conducted by the Convention among New Americans, co-operating with the 

General Secretary and his associates, as they may direct, in promoting the interests 

of this department. , ^ i c 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the General Sec- 

retary or his associates. 

Section 6. The Committee on Aided Churches. 

(a) The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the work of the 
Convention in aided churches, co-operating with the General Secretary and his asso- 
ciates, as they may direct, in promoting the interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the General Sec- 

retary or his associates. 

Section 7. The Committee on Evangelism. 

(a) The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium through which 
the Convention shall co-operate with the churches in promoting the interests of evan- 
gelism in the state. It shall seek particularly to lead the churches aided by the 
Convention out into evangelistic endeavor. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual meeting. 

Section 8. The Committee on Social Service. 

(a) The Committee on Social Service shall represent the Convention, subject 
to the direction of the Board of Managers, in measures of co-operation with social 
agencies and the social service departments of other religious bodies, and shall from 
time to time bring to the attention of the Convention social causes meriting consid- 
eration. 

Section 9. The Executive Committee. 

(a) The Executive Committee shall meet twice during the year, in December 
or January, and in June or July. 

(b) It shall hold special meetings whenever necessary, at the call of the Presi- 
dent. 

(c) The committee shall act on all matters of business arising during the in- 
terim between meetings of the Board of Managers; pass on all applications for aid 
from churches not acted on by the Board; provided, however, that no contract or 
agreement made by the committee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next 
meeting of the Board of Managers, unless approved by it; except in such cases as 
have been referred to the committee for final action. 
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(d) The committee shall make a full report of all its transactions to the 
Board of Managers at its next rrieetmg. 

(e) Seven members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 10. The duties of such other committees as shall be appointed by the 
Beard of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

Section 11. Necessary expenses incurred by the members of the committees of 
the Board of Managers in the discharge of their duties shall be paid by the Con- 
vention. 

Section 12. The committees of the Board of Managers shall submit to the 
Finance Committee and Board of Managers, through the General Secretary, estimates 
of the money needed during the ensuing year for the successful conduct of the 
work of their respective departments, to be used in building the budget of the Con- 
vention. 

Section 13. All standing committees of the Board of Managers shall provide 
for the keeping of an accurate record of their transactions in permanent form, and 
shall make reports to the Board whenever it is necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire work of the 
Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers and its Executive Com- 
mittee. In promoting the work incident to raising the apportionment of Connecticut 
Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention he, 
with his associates — the Director of Promotion and the Director of Christian Edu- 
cation — shall co-operate, through the Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion, with 
the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) He and his associates shall visit, advise, and encourage the churches, par- 
ticularly those aided by the Convention, as opportunity may occur, and seek to lead 

them into participation in the missionary work of the denomination. 

(c) He may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, except as 

authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee: provided, how- 

ever, that with the consent of the Finance Committee he may in emergencies expend 
not more than one hundred (^100) dollars in any one month for supply preachers 
for needy pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in such 
churches. 

(d) He shall attend all the meetings of the Board of Managers and its Execu- 
tive Committee, to counsel and advise as he can concerning the work of the Con- 
vention, but shall not have the power to vote. 

(e) He shall himself, or through his associates, direct the activities of all the 
committees of the Board of Managers. 

(f) He shall each year submit to the Finance Committee a careful estimate 

of the amount of money needed to carry on the work of the Convention, to be in- 
cluded in the unified missionary budget. 
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(g) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the Board of 

Managers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have charge of the printing of 
the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Associate Secretary. 

(a) The Associate Secretary shall co-operate with the General Secretary, as he 
and the Board of Managers may direct, in the work of the Convention. 

Section 3. Secretary of Christian Education. 

(a) The Secretary of Christian Education, under the direction of the General 

Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Committee on Christian Educa- 

tion, shall have special charge of the work of Christian education. 

(b) He shall make a report annually to the Convention. 

Section 4. Treasurer. 

(a) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Convention, both 
invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or investing the same as directed by 
the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written order 

from the Secretary of the Board of Managers countersigned by the chairman or 
the vice-chairman of the Finance Committee. 

(c) The Treasurer shall keep separate accounts of the various funds of the 
Convention, and report and account to the Convention annually and each quarter as 
directed by the Finance Committee. 

(d) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such sum 
as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board of Managers, may require. 

Section 5. Auditor. 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention 
annually at the end of the fiscal year and make report to the Convention through 
the Finance Committee, or quarterly if the committee shall require. 

Section 6. The Director of Promotion. 

The Director of Promotion, in co-operation with the General Secretary, and 
under the concurrent direction of the Board of Managers and the Council of Finance 
and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention, through the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Board of Promotion, shall promote the dissemination of information concerning 
the missionary program of The Northern Baptist Convention and the raising of the 
apportionment of Connecticut Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget. 

Section 7. The collector of funds for the Unified Budget of The Northern 
Baptist Convention shall receive all current contributions of churches and individuals, 
to the Convention and co-operating national societies of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and shall deposit and forward the same as directed by the Board of Mana- 
gers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention and the Council of Finance and Pro- 
motion. 

Section 8. The duties of such other agents as may be appointed by the Board 
of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 
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ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly reports 
to the Board through the General Secretary. All appropriations to churches shall 
be made quarterly, and no applications for aid will be considered until the report 
of the church has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first 
weeks in October, January, April, and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to churches only 
when such churches have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, within 
the year preceding, contributions for at least three objects of benevolence, including 
the work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied 
the Board that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted for 
securing the largest possible revenues from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judgment of 
the Executive Committee the pastor or the church is not considered worthy of such 
aid. It is therefore required that any church, without a pastor, applying for aid, 
shall confer with the General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the 

choice and settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the erection of 
any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Executive Committee 
shall have been secured; and in all cases where such appropriations amount to ^500 
or more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of 
trust of the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the 
Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made threto at any meeting of 
the Convention by a majority vote. Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of 
the Treasurer and of the Finance Committee, excepting By-Laws of the Board of 
Managers, Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (f) , shall be of equal binding force 
with the provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a two-thirds 
vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of the Convention, after one 
year’s notice. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should appear as The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention. The General Secretary of the Convention will be 
glad to talk with or advise any person desirous of making a bequest for the direct 
uses of the Convention or for the Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of 
any particular object. Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Convention 
will be gladly accepted and interest according to the established annuity rates will 
be paid to the donor during life. This plan has the advantage of yielding an ex- 
ceptionally large rate of interest to the donor for life and assures the Convention 
of the entire amount of money desired to be given at the death of the donor with- 
out deduction by the settlement of the estate. 

The General Secretary will be glad at any time to give further information in 
regard to this matter. 
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THE ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTEENTH ANNUAL 
SESSION OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION 

Hartford, Conn., October 11 — 12, 1939. 

The One Hundred and Sixteenth Annual Meeting of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention was held in the meeting-house of the Central Baptist Church, Hartford, 
Rev. John Newton Lackey, D. D., pastor, October 11, 12, 1939, the first session 
opening on Wednesday, at 2:15 p. m. 

The Convention was called to order by the president. Rev. David P. Gaines, 
Waterbury, and after the singing of a hymn, prayer was offered by Rev. William V. 
Allen, Meriden. 

Report of the Program Committee was made by Dr. Lackey, the chairman, who 
presented a printed program for the sessions of The Connecticut Baptist Convention 
and called attention to the program of the United Convocation, sessions of which 
were being held during the same period. Voted: that the program as printed and 
presented by the committee be the program for the Convention. 

The address of welcome to Central Baptist Church was made by Rev. R. Dean 
Goodwin, the assistant pastor. Response was made by President Gaines. 

Secretary Elbert E. Gates then presented the new pastors that had come into the 
state during the past year who were present at the session. 

The president appointed as Committee on Place and Preacher for the meeting 
next year: Rev. Major L. Johnson, Hartford, chairman; Rev. U. S. G. Sension, New 
London; Mrs. H. E. Hinton, West Hartford. 

Rev. L. Herman Hanson, of Putnam, was appointed as the leader of the singing 
for the period of the Convention. 

The general secretary presented the Report of the Board of Managers. Voted: 
that the Report of the Board of Managers be adopted.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

The Board of Managers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, Rev. David P. 
Gaines, president, and Elbert E. Gates, secretary, submits its one hundred sixteenth 
annual report for the year 1938-1939. Regular meetings of the Board and Executive 
Committee were held. 


Board Personnel 

There have been several changes in the personnel of the Board of Managers during 
the year. Two members have died. Mrs. Charles E. Gardner, of Waterford, died in 
May. She had been a member of the Board for a number of years. She was very 
active in her church and in the New London Association. Mrs. Gardner was a quiet 
woman, willing to serve when and where she could and gave of her time, her talent, 
and her means, in the advance of the Kingdom of God. Rev. Judson C. Hendrickson, 
of Stamford, died in September. His service on the Board extended over a number 
of years. He was faithful to every duty and for many years was pastor of the First 
Baptist Church, Stamford. The last two or three years he has been serving a com- 
munity church in a nearby town. His activities included the local community, the 
Fairfield Association, and the State. He was a man of fine spirit, pleasing personality 
and "a good minister of Jesus Christ.” Two members of the Board resigned, Mrs. 
Arthur M. Brown, of Jewett City, who represented the Woman’s Mission Society. 
Her resignation was due to the change of officers in the society. Mrs. Brown is very 
active in the Woman’s Mission Society of the State and does good work wherever 
she is called to serve. Rev. Henry E. Hodge, formerly of Putnam, now a resident of 
Melrose, Massachusetts, retired from the Board due to removal from the State. He 
served the denomination within the State in several ways, was a member of the Con- 
necticut Board of Promotion and chairman of the Ministerial Standing Committee. 
He and Mrs. Hodge catalogued the Ross Library in the State Convention Office and 
he also set up and collected the records from the ministers which are in file in the 
Convention Office. For many years he was clerk of the Ashford Association. 

Rev. J. Hybert Pollard, Ph. D. retires from the Board due to the fact that he 

has been called to become Head of the Department of Religion in Linfield College, 

Oregon. He has been pastor in Bristol since 1933. His service has included mem- 

bership on the Committees on Christian Education and the Connecticut Council of 
Churches and Religious Education. He has been active in the Ministers’ Conference, 
in the Hartford Association and has been an acceptable speaker in various parts of 
the state. 

The United Christian Advance 

The experiment of 1937 of our Convention meeting in conjunction with the Con- 
necticut Council of Churches and Religious Education and eight or nine other de- 
nominations in a Joint Convention is being repeated in 1939. Two days sessions 
instead of three are being held. The place of the meeting for the general session is 
Bushnell Memorial Hall, Hartford. The Baptist sessions are being held in Central 
Baptist Church, Hartford. The Convention is requested to take action on a recom- 
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mendation from the Connecticut Council of Churches concerning joint Convention 
meetings in the future. The action of the Executive Committee of the Council sug- 
gests joint meetings of the Convention at intervals of three years, beginning with 1942. 

Finance Committee 

The finances of the Convention are under the supervision and direction of the 
Finance Committee, William S. Fuller, chairman. The report of this committee in- 
cludes several important transactions. 

The financial year of the Convention is from May 1st to April 30th. The Con- 
vention for the year ending April 30, 1939, balanced its budget for the year with a 
small surplus on hand. That surplus was not sufficient, however, to liquidate the ac- 
cumulated deficit. For several years The Hartford National Bank and Trust Com- 
pany has held the Convention’s note for ^10,000.00. During the year this note was 
liquidated by a loan from available funds. These funds were given the Convention 
without restrictive conditions. 

Calvary Church, Torringtcn, which has had a mortgage of over ^25,000.00, has 
been gradually reduced by payments made by the Convention, which also carried the 
interest. About one year ago the church agreed to attempt to raise ^10,000.00. A 
campaign was put on for this amount and ^8,000.00 of the ^10,000.00 was raised 
and paid over to the Convention, and the Convention paid off the total mortgage. 
The church is working on the ^2,000.00 balance and expects to raise it within the 
next fev/ months. The Convention borrowed the balance of the amount from the 
permanent funds of the Convention. A plan has been set up whereby the amount 
will be replaced in the funds within a few years. This is a saving to the Convention, 
as the income from the money borrowed was less than the interest that the Convention 
was paying. 

First Church, West Haven, which is being aided by the Convention, launched 
a plan to liquidate its debt within three years. By re-financing its mortgage it 
made a considerable saving and the plan is working out with the expectation that at 
the end of the three years the church will be free of debt. 

One of the annuitants of the Convention died during the year, Mrs. Abbie B. 
Phillips, of Mystic. This releases the Convention from paying interest on two an- 
nuities covering ^2,500.00. 

The Convention, following the hurricane, cooperated with The American Baptist 
Home Mission Society in appealing to the churches of The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion for funds to assist in restoring church buildings which suffered in the hurricane 
of September, 1938. The appeal to the churches did not meet with a very generous 
response and the Home Mission Society supplemented the amount with funds from 
its own budget. This Society then offered ^1,000.00 of the amount to the damaged 
churches in Connecticut, with the condition that gift mortgages, without interest, 
should be given by churches receiving aid from the fund. Most of our churches re- 
fused to place a mortgage of this kind on their property and the fund has not yet 
been distributed. 
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During the year, the Convention received, as trustee, the sum of ^2,000.00 from 
the estate of Juliette Deane, of Norwich, to be held in trust for the benefit of the 
Preston City Baptist Church. The conditions covering this fund are that the whole 
income of the legacy shall be paid to the Preston City Baptist Church when it has a 
settled pastor, and when the church has no settled pastor, the income shall go to the 
Convention to be used in its work. If the church should become other than a regular 
Baptist Church, then the fund shall become the property of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention to be used in its work. The will also directs that the church must have 
a pastor acceptable to the Executive Committee of the Convention. 

The Convention received a check of ^200.00 from David A. Clarke, Emerson 
Clarke and Vincent B. Clark, executors of the will of David L. Clarke. This sum is 
to be held in trust and the income to be paid to the Milford Baptist Church. It is 
interesting to note that the letter accompanying the check stated that the bequest was 
made in appreciation of the service which The Connecticut Baptist Convention is 
rendering the State. 

Memorial Church, Bridgeport, following a survey made by the Home Mission 
Society, voted to turn over its property and funds to The Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention, with the idea that the property be sold and the proceeds of the sale be used 
for Baptist work in Bridgeport. The church property was put up for sale, a pur- 
chase has been secured, and the transfer of the property is in the course of being made. 

The committee has set up a careful survey of all of the liability connected with 
its property, automobiles, and employees, and all of these projects have been properly 
covered with adequate insurance. 


Annuities and Bequests 

No campaign is being carried on for annuities or bequests. The Convention hopes 
that members of our churches, when making their wills, will give favorable considera- 
tion to the important work the Convention is doing and make provision for extending 
their service beyond their lives by donating to the funds of the Convention. 

The Convention is authorized and qualified to issue annuity contracts at present 
day rates. The financial conditions of recent years has lowered the interest rate given 
prior to 1929. 

Information concerning these matters can be obtained from the general secretary 
of the Convention. 


Aided Churches 

This department is under the direction of the Committee on Aided Churches, 
Rev. Lester T. Mallery, chairman. One change occurred among the aided churches 
during the year. Rev. E. E. Scates, former pastor of the Jewett City Church, was 
also pastor in Voluntown ,and when he accepted a call to a former parish in Vermont, 
it made a vacancy in both churches. Voluntown has invited Rev. A. S. Woodworth, 
Moosup, to be its pastor. He now serves Moosup and Voluntown. All of the other 
churches are rendering helpful service. 
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New Churches 

Pleasant View Baptist Church, Sterling, served by Rev. Richard J. Hanson, pastor 
of the Danielson Baptist Church, was welcomed into the Ashford Baptist Association 
at the meeting of that Association held in Willington, September 28th, 1939. This 
action automatically brings this church into the fellowship of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention. 


Extinct Churches 

The Baptist Church at South Colebrook has become extinct and the building has 
been turned over to some welfare work in the town. 

Memorial Baptist Church, Bridgeport, has become extinct and the property, which 
was the gift of William A. Grippin, has been given to the Convention with governing 
conditions. 


United Churches 


The Mt. Calvary and Grace Memorial Churches of Norwich have been united 
under the name of the Union Baptist Church of Norwich. 


Inactive Churches 

Among the closed churches in our statistical reports is the Cornwall Hollow 
Church. Report has come from that church recently that only one member is living 
— who is the clerk, E. H. Ocain. The name of this church should be dropped from 
the list of Baptist churches in Connecticut. 

The other inactive churches are: Mt. Zion Church, South Norwalk; Naugatuck; 
North Lyme; Suffield, First; Colebrook North; Cornwall East; Easton; White Hills. 
The Shaiierville Baptist Church, Haddam, has been inactive for years. Three mem- 
bers are living. The condition of the building is such that it should be repaired or 
razed. The evident neglect is charged, by many, to the indifference of the Baptists 
in Connecticut to unused meeting houses. The Convention has no equity in the 
property and has no authority in the matter. 


New Americans 

This department is directed by the Committee on New Americans, Walter E. 
Crittenden, chairman. It has under its supervision the New Haven Baptist Union; 
Italian groups in Hartford, Meriden, New Haven, Bridgeport, Ansonia and Waterbury; 
Hungarian churches in Bridgeport and Wallingford; Russian Evangelical Church of 
Connecticut, with five local fields in its area, Hartford, Waterbury, Ansonia, New 
Flaven and Meriden. The American Baptist Home Mission Society contributes to 
the support of these missions. The Convention also contributes to the support of 
Czecho-Slovak missions in Bridgeport and Tcrrington. 
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A few years ago a Survey Committee of the Convention made a comprehensive 
and detailed study of all the Convention projects, including the New American mis- 
sions. It recommended that the Convention adopt the policy of uniting, when pos- 
sible and feasible, mission fields under one missionary. One such combination, Bridge- 
port and Ansonia Italian missions, has for several years been served by Rev. Salvatore 
LoPresti. Rev. Arthur Ventura, for 18 years missionary to the Italians in Waterbury, 
recently resigned, moving to Providence in September. The V^aterbury mission has 
been linked with the New Haven Italian Church, under the leadership of Rev. J. E. 
Parrella. This arrangement became operative October 1, 1939. The combining of 
fields released a few hundred dollars from the New Amrican appropriation, a part of 
which is being used to secure a Yale Divinity School student to do community work 
for youth, similar to projects carried on by the New Haven Y. M. C. A. This work 
will center in the Italian Baptist Church, New Haven. 

All of the New American work is supervised by the Convention, Baptist Unions 
and Baptist Churches in the communities where the work is located. The Woman’s 
American Baptist Home Mission Society has a woman missionary. Miss Delphine 
Avery, working with the Italian Church, Meriden. 

The Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut 

The Woman’s Society, Mrs. Howard S. Palmer, president, held its annual house- 
party in the Montowese House, Branford. The meetings were held in a newly built 
auditorim, constructed with lumber from the trees blown down by the hurricane last 
September. The high level of attendance, interest and inspiration was maintained. 
For 18 years, or since the organization of the united society. Miss Mary L. Howard, 
Hartford, has been president. Through this office, her membership on the Boards of 
the State Convention and the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society, her 
activities in Central Church, Hartford, and other circles of influence, she has endeared 
herself to all who know her and rendered valuable service. Her retirement was at 
her own request. Miss Howard was elected Honorary President for life. The society 
is fortunate in securing as her successor Mrs. H. S. Palmer, vice-president of the Con- 
vention and the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society. This society in- 
cludes in its program of activity the World Wide Guild, Mrs. Leslie B. Humphrey, 
Bristol, secretary, and the Children’s World Crusade, Mrs. Elbert E. Gates, West 
Hartford, secretary. 


Christian Education 

This department is under the direction of Rev. Oscar P. Campbell and the Com- 
mittee on Christian Education, Rev. Ellis Gilbert, chairman. The American Baptist 
Publication Society continues its cooperation in sustaining the work. The total ap- 
propriation, including the amount from the Publication Society, is ^4,000.00. 

The summer assembly of 1939 reached a new high mark in attendance and 
service. Reports of the influence in the lives of the young people continue to reach 
the office. Several young men ordained to the Christian ministry in recent months 
credit the assembly with definite influence in their lives and leading them to the Chris- 
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tian ministry. Pastors, parents and the young people themselves pay high tribute 
to the value of the assembly. The Christian Education program and the summer 
assembly are worthy of our support, financially and sympathetically, as they help 
youth and the church. 

Suffield Academy 

Several changes were made in the scope and personnel of Suffield Academy. The 
arrangement with the town of Suffield, whereby the Academy served the town as a 
high school has been discontinued. The town is maintaining its own high school. 
Headmaster, Dr. Brownell Gage, at his own request, was relieved of the duties of head 
of the school and has become the executive secretary of the Board of Trustees. Pro- 
fessor John Forby Schereschewsky, head of the junior school, was elected to succeed 
him. The new headmaster is a graduate of Harvard, a former football star and fully 
qualified for the important position. 

The Academy received during the year ^1,541.32, which is .0209 of the total dis- 
tributable missionary contributions raised in the State, toward the goal of ^50,000.00 
set by the Convention several years ago as The Connecticut Baptist Convention En- 
dowment Fund. The income from this fund is used to help worthy boys, preferably 
Baptists, to secure an education. In one case the "bread cast on the waters years 
ago has returned. The grandson of a prominent Baptist, who was interested in Suf- 
field, is now receiving a scholarship from this fund. The Board recommends a re- 
newal of this action for the current year. 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society, Rev. Edwin T. Settle, Ph.D., pres- 
ident, has for more than 100 years made it possible for young people of moderate 
means get adequate educational training for religious service. The Convention appro- 
priated during the year ^1,125.00 to this commendable service. 

Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council 

The Men’s Council, Loren Durner, Waterbury, president, held its annual outing 
at Madison, Connecticut, in June. During the year. Rev. Floyd Carr, field secretary 
of the department of Missionary Education, assisted Rev. H. E. Hinton, the secretary 

of the Council, in a series of conferences in the interest of Royal Ambassadors (an 

organization for Baptist boys), which has a finely equipped camp and grounds in 
Ocean Park, Maine. 

New England Baptist Conference 

The Convention is related to the New England Baptist Conference, Ocean Park, 

Maine, through the services of the general secretary, who is a vice-president, and the 

director of Christian Education, Rev. O. P. Campbell, who is a member of the Con- 
ference Board and is on the faculty of the Summer School of Methods. The Con- 
vention contributed ^25.00 to the support of the school. 

Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion 

The Board of Promotion, Charles H. Bidwell, chairman, and Rev. H. E. Hinton, 
secretary, is the agency of the Council of Finance of The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion, for promoting the missionary program of the denomination and collecting the 
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missionary funds for the unified budget. Mr. Hinton is director of promotion and 
collector of the funds. All monies for missions should be sent to him. The per- 
sonnel of the Board is drawn from the State Convention and the National Cooperating 
Societies. It is financed by a separate budget. The Board acts as the Missionary 
Committee of the Convention. The Board reports to the Council and the Convention. 

Publications 

The Connecticut Baptist, Rev. H. E. Hinton, editor and business manager. This 
is the official organ of the Convention and the Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion. 
It carries church news, missionary information, Christian education plans and methods. 
It should be in every Baptist home. Subscription price, 25 cents per year. 

Missions, Rev. Wm. B. Lipphard, D.D., editor, is a magazine edited and illus- 
trated in such a way that it makes missionary endeavor and projects live and com- 
mands the attention and interest of the reader. This modern Acts of the Apostles 
will visit your home 10 times during the year for ^1.25, or in clubs of five or more, 
^1.00 each. 

Watchman-Examiner, Dr. Curtis Lee Laws and Dr. John Bradbury, editors, has 
articles of interest and information by leading denominational leaders and others, ed- 
itorials, church news from all the Northern Baptist Convention area, etc. Subscription 
^2.50 per year. During the time of the State Convention, subscription is ^2.00. 
Limited number of free copies are available. 

The American Baptist Publication Society, Dr. Luther Smith, executive secretary, 
is the recognized publishing agency of The Northern Baptist Convention. The society 
headquarters are in Philadelphia. Its program includes publishing Bibles, hymnals, 
books, Christian educational periodicals and pamphlets. It seeks and merits the patron- 
age of all Baptist churches and schools. All profits, after salaries and expenses of 
operation are covered, are used in Christian work. Orders for materials published by 
other societies are promptly filled and a commission on all such sales is paid the society. 

Conclusion 

The Board appreciates the hearty cooperation and devoted loyalty of Connecticut 
Baptists and their churches in the work it is doing for the Kingdom of God. The 
Convention is the servant of the churches, charged with the task of extending the 
ministry of the local church beyond the boundaries of the local community into the 
area of the weaker churches. New American groups, training of youth and all phases 
of Christian service. It had a motto some years ago, which expresses its source of 
support and its ideal of service, "From each church according to its ability — to each 
church (or group) according to its need”. 

The world of tomorrow is a matter of serious concern. The church of today has 
a responsibility in relation to the world it cannot ignore. The hope of Civilization is 
the Christ of Calvary.

CONNECTICUT BAPTIST BOARD OF PROMOTION 
For the Year Ending April 30, 1939 

To The Connecticut Baptist Convention and 

The Council on Finance and Promotion: 

The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion (the Missionary Committee of the 
Connecticut Baptist Convention) in accordance with Article III, Section I, Paragraph 
(d) of the By-Laws of the Board of Managers of The Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion, herewith submits its Fifteenth Annual Report for your consideration. 

Organization 

While this Board, in practice, is not under the direct control of the Board of 
Managers of the Convention, no action is ever taken without the approval of the 
official representative of the State Convention, and the following details as to mem- 
bership show its direct relationship. Of the twenty voting members of the Board, ten 
are elected by the State Convention as their representatives, besides the General 
Secretary, who is a member ex-officio; one is elected by the Woman’s Baptist Mis- 
sion Society of Connecticut; seven (Connecticut residents) are appointed by the Na- 
tional Societies of the Northern Baptist Convention to represent them respectively; 
and one (Connecticut resident) is appointed by the Council on Finance and Promotion 
to represent that body. Almost all of the members are also members of the Board 
of Managers of the State Convention. 


The Director 

The Director of Promotion, if the Convention official representative approves, is 
chosen, in practice, by the Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion as their executive 
officer, subject to the approval of the Council on Finance and Promotion and official 
appointment is made by the Administrative Committee of the Council on Finance and 
Promotion. The Director is also the bonded Agent of the Northern Baptist Convention 
in the Connecticut area for the collection of missionary monies and the forwarding of 
the same to the treasurer in New York City. Annual reports are made to the Council 
on Finance and Promotion and to the Connecticut Baptist Convention, subject to their 
approval. 


Budget 

The budget for the expenses of the office of the Director of Promotion and the 
Collecting Agent is provided by the Council on Finance and Promotion entirely, and 
while the details of expenditure are supervised by the Board of Promotion, the control 
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of the budget, in the last analysis, is naturally with the Council who provide it. All 
monies handled by the Director, either as expenses in connection with his promotional 
activities, or as collections from the churches as bonded Agent of the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention are officially audited annually. The financial audited Statement forms 
the latter part of this report. 

Meetings and Activities 

The Board of Promotion has had two regular meetings during the year: one on 
May 18, 1938, and one on November 30, 1938. Two circulated votes were taken 
as of June 6th, 1938, and October 10, 1938, on certain urgent matters, which were 
unanimous. The Sub-Committee met on February 10, 1939, and among other things 
appointed a Quota Committee for 1939-40 which had a meeting all day April 20th, 
1939. All meetings were held at Baptist Headquarters at Hartford. The report is 
divided into two sections corresponding to the duties of the Director as set forth in 
the By-Laws of the Board of Managers of the State Convention Article IV, Section 6. 

PART I. DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION 

A. Denominational Program 

In connection with the denominational program of the year under the title: 
"WORLD WITNESS PROGRAM” with the sub-title, "My Church And Its World 
Parish”, the emphasis was placed on the local church, using the headings: 1. Evan- 
gelism, 2. Missions, 3. Christian Education, 4. Christian Social Action, and 5. 
Youth. In an attempt to combine Missionary Promotion with Religious Education 
interests a representative was appointed by the Board of Promotion to act with others 
to work toward a correlation of the educational and promotional work of the state 
convention. In several churches the two directors cooperated in the setting-up of 
Schools of Christian Living which included Schools of Missions, but there was no 
meeting of the above mentioned committee. Due to the coming of the Post-Madras 
meetings in February and the interest aroused over the Judson Fellowship campaign, 
especially the latter, the regular program of the year, with the exception of the Forums 
in January, was almost forgotten. However, a great deal of effort and time was 
spent on the dissemination of information concerning all the items of the Program. 

B. Free Literature. 

Besides the leaflets and posters mentioned in connection with the Judson Fellow- 
ship Campaign, there was not as much free literature as in former years. The Co- 
ordinated Calendar of Denominational Activities and one sample copy of the Every 
Member Enlistment materials was supplied to each church, but the usual free supple- 
mentary material was placed on a price basis because of the reduction of Promotional 
Funds. Each church was also supplied with the leaflet-poster, "My Church and Its 
World Parish” and a catalog of missionary literature, stereopticon lectures and motion 
pictures available for use in the churches. For general free distribution there was a 
new leaflet on "Burma Then and Now”, a book of Programs for use with the 1939 
Book of Remembrance and a few other items. The book-mark Bible reading cards 
were in great demand, a large number were distributed to the majority of the churches. 
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C. Literature For Sale. 

As in previous years a large quantity of literature was distributed for a nominal 
price through the Hartford office. A few copies of "Better Baptist Churches” con- 
tinued in demand as also the follow-up leaflet of "Burning Facts” which was called 
"Better Facts”. Some of the priced literature and cards to be used in connection 
with the Every Member Enlistment were also sold, but the circulation was very no- 
ticeably less than when given away. The January booklet, "Who Is My Neighbor?” 
exceeded last year’s sale of the corresponding booklet, "I Discover My Church.” The 
total number of booklets purchased was 3,545 of which 3,509 were sold to churches. 
"A Book of Remembrance” was sold on order as also the booklet, "From Ocean to 
Ocean” and the handbook for men, "Coaching Men for Church Tasks.” The at- 
tempt to sell copies of the August 4th issue of the Watchman-Examiner at cost proved 
a real failure. A few orders for other priced leaflets were handled by the promotion 
office, but they were so small in bulk as to be simply a convenience to the buyer. We 
are glad, however, to help with the distribution. 

D. Stereopticon Lectures. 

Much interest was shown in the use of the stereopticon lectures and lantern slides 
as in past years. Twenty-eight churches used the lectures, but a total of 95 lectures 
were used in the state, in addition to six lectures that were sent to churches outside 
the Connecticut area. Several churches availed themselves also of the motion picture 
films available througli the New York depository, but no record of this is kept 
m the Hartford office. 

E. Missionary and National Speakers 

Besides the many addresses delivered by the Director of Promotion the following 
39 persons gave one or more addresses in the Connecticut Baptist Churches and 
groups in the interest of the dissemination of missionary information: Miss Jennie 
C. Adams, Miss Delphine Avery, Dr. W. H. Bowler, Rev. Floyd L. Carr, Dr. and 
Mrs. C. E. Chaney, Rev. F. H. Clayton, Dr. A. W. Cleaves, Dr. J. A. Cooper, Rev. 
and Mrs. J. A. Curtis, Miss Grace S. Daland, Mrs. John P. Davies, Dr. Charles S. 
Detweiler, Rev. A. T. Fishman, Mrs. F. W. Goddard, Miss Grace C. Hatch, Mr. 
R. L. Howard, President A. J. Hudson, Miss Charlotte Huntoon, Rev. Bruce E. 
Jackson, Miss Enid Johnson, Dr. W. O. Lewis, Dr. W. B. Lipphard, Miss Martha 
Mixer, Rev. R. C. Ostergren, Miss Jennie L. Reilly, Miss Marian H. Reifsneider, 
Dr. J. C. Robbins, Rev. I_J. S. G. Sension, Dr. Oliver H. Sisson, IMiss Frances Tencate, 
Rev. John W. Thomas, Mrs. Luigi Turco, Miss Matilda Utecht, Rev. and Mrs. C. 
G. Vichert, Rev. R. D. Williamson and Rev. W. O. Wyatt. 

F. Special Speakers 

Besides the missionaries, who spent from one day to three weeks in our 
State, mention should also be made of the services of Rev. Bruce E. Jackson, director 
of Field Activities of the Council on Finance and Promotion, and Rev. Floyd L. 
Carr, associate secretary of the Board of Missionary Education, who addressed the 
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Men’s Conference at Montcwese. Mr. Carr spoke on "Work for Boys”. He also 
spoke at a series of men’s suppers in the various Associations. In connection with the 
Forums, Rev. W. O. Wyatt came for the period January 9 through the 17th, and 
Dr. J. C. Robbins for the period January 18 through the 27th. There were also 
other speakers under other auspices in the interest of missionary education, such as 
speakers at the State Convention, the State Woman’s Mission Society, at Storrs, 
special Youth Rallies and Association Bible School Conventions. Some of the churches 
also had outstanding internationally known speakers, who were not assigned through 
our Board, but who brought an added missionary impact on the people of the State. 

G. Thanks 

Since much of the above service was rendered to the churches without any charge 
or expenses to them by and through the Field Activities Department of the Council 
on Finance and Promotion, under the direction of Rev. Bruce E. Jackson, we wish 
to acknowledge our very great debt of gratitude, and hereby extend our thanks and 
appreciation for this service. 

H. Activities of the Director 

Having traveled approximately 13,000 miles by motor within the state in the 

interest of promotion and several additional miles by motor-bus and train, and having 

delivered 190 addresses at churches, church schools, prayer meetings, church nights, 
men’s meetings, women’s meetings, young people’s gatherings, banquets, forums, as- 
sociation meetings, the Director has not neglected the usual routine of the office. This 
includes correspondence, office conferences, distributing literature, booking stereopticon 
lectures, providing missionary speakers and the details of their travel, assisting with 
Schools of Missions, arranging schedules for speakers and holding conferences with 
church officers on church problems. Besides the work within the State, the Director 
attended The Northern Baptist Convention in Milwaukee, May 25-31, and the mid- 
year meeting of the Council on Finance and Promotion in Chicago, in January. He 
also attended two staff meetings in New York and one meeting in Boston of the 
New England State Secretaries and Promotion Directors. During the Baptist As- 
sembly at Storrs, July 5-16, the Director had charge of the collection of fees and 
also taught two mission study courses. At the Royal Ambassador Camp at Ocean 
Park, Maine, the Director was counselor during the third period, from August 1-13, 
and taught a course on "Boy Life Loyalties” and a course on "Missionary Heroes”. 
On February 2 and 3, a Post Madras Meeting was held in the Central Baptist Church, 
Hartford, under the direction of the Foreign Missions Conference of North America. 
Seven of the delegates who attended the Madras Meetings were here to bring echoes 
of the Conference and to lead discussions on World Mission topics. The delegates 
were, from the younger churches: Dr. and Mrs. Rajah Manikam, Miss Minnie Soga, 
Dr. Hachiro Yuasa, Miss Ila Sircar; American delegates to Madras — Dr. Hilda L. 
Ives, Miss Ruth I. Seabury, Dr. Leslie B. Moss. For the setting up of this Confer- 
ence, the Director was the general chairman and was responsible for the detail of ar- 
rangements. The Director was also a member of the Connecticut Committee of the 
Church Committee for China Relief and gave several addresses on conditions in 
China in this interest. 
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As Collector for The Northern Baptist Convention he received funds from in- 
dividuals and churches for the unified budget (which includes the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention) , as well as designations and special donations, including some money for 
the Church Committee for China Relief and for the M. & M. B. Board. As collector, 
this money was forwarded to the National Headquarters in New York, being assisted 
in the bookkeeping and correspondence incident thereto by Miss Elizabeth M. Raymond. 

Besides the work as Director and Collector, he was also Secretary for the Baptist 
Men’s Council of Connecticut (See report by the President) . He was a member of 
the Field Administration Committee of the Connecticut Council of Churches and Re- 
ligious Education and was editor and business manager of The Connecticut Baptist. 
During the year on review he was appointed High Counselor for Royal Ambassadors 
by the Missionary Education Department of the Board of Education of the N. B. C. 
He is also an ex-officio member of the Board of Managers of the State Convention 
and of the Woman’s Mission Society of the State. 

I. The Connecticut Baptist 

Due to the revision of the mailing list approved last year and the change in 
printer a definite saving in cost to the State Convention and the Board of Promotion 
was made. The income from subscriptions was enhanced by the fact that in several 
of the churches women were appointed who collected subscriptions and obtained sev- 
eral new subscribers, a work of love, for which the business manager is very grateful. 
In order to obtain the subscription from some others, a third notice was sent and 
a number of those, who did not pay after the third notice, were dropped from the 
list. A few advertisements helped also, but especial thanks is due to the Suffield 
Academy in this particular. The paper was issued regularly each month except July 
and every effort was made to have a better magazine. Much thanks is due to The 
Journal Press, Francis Y. Brown, manager, for its part in the printing. The goal 
is still to put the paper in every Baptist home in the State. 


J. Better Baptist Church Forums 

Fifteen Supper Forums were held between January 9th and January 27th in- 
clusive at: Danielson, Willimantic, Danbury, Norwich Central, Groton Heights, New 
London Huntington Street, Deep River, Southington, West Haven, Hartford Asylum 
Avenue, New Britain First, Torrington Calvary, Jewett City, Bridgeport Second and 
Norwalk. Much of the credit for the success of these meetings is due to the pastors 
of the churches concerned and the ladies who served the very excellent suppers. The 
discussions ranged about the problems of the "Local Church, Its Faith; Nature and 
Function; Inner Life; Relation to the Outside World; and Cooperation and Unity.” 
In the Forums, Jan. 9 through the I7th, Rev. H. O. Wyatt of Burma gave interest- 
ing and challenging messages which were followed by discussions led by the Director 
on the Forum Topic. In the Forums, Jan. 18 to 27th, Dr. J. C. Robbins gave his 
usual forceful addresses which were followed by questions almost entirely on Foreign 
Missions. We are grateful to these men for their assistance. The attendance was 
excellent throughout and interest of the best. The Director was present at all but 
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two of the Forums. The Forum at Norwich was led by Rev. J. J. Allen of New 
London and the Forum at Groton Fdeights was led by Dr. Elbert E. Gates, in the 
absence of the director due to the death of a relative in Cincinnati. 

K. Judson Fellowship 

A great deal of interest was shown in the Judson Fellowship. There was special 
demand for pageants and plays and many churches observed Judson Week, October 
30 to November 6, and also Judson Sailing Week, February 13 to 19, by Judson 
suppers and programs. At one of these the Director and his wife appeared in 
Burmese costume and the Grace was offered by him in Burmese. The pageant taken 
from “The Splendor of God” was very popular. Special Judson envelopes were 
designed by the Director and distributed in Connecticut before the New York office 
issued a similar envelope for distribution. Special leaflets and posters were distributed 
and many addresses were given on Judson. At the end of the year, lists of Judson 
Fellows were collected from the churches. These were sent to New York where they 
were bound in books. These books were placed m a box with suitable program at 
the Los Angeles meeting of The Northern Baptist Convention. The box is to be 
sent to Rangoon, Burma, where it will be deposited in the vaults of Judson College 
to be kept for an opening in 1988. The regular and Junior Judson Fellowships in 
the State amounted to about ^2,800.00. There were many churches that did very 
excellently, but there were only four that reached the goal of ten per cent of their 
membership. These were: Essex, New Milford, Stepney and West Woodstock. 

A total of ^94,000 was raised for the unified program by the Judson Fellowships 
in the whole Northern Baptist area. The total amount raised for the Unified Budget 
was 02,469,794.96, an increase of 038,553.90 over the previous year. The Unified 
Budget for 1939-40 is 02,577,000.00, of which Connecticut is asked to raise 0100.000. 

PART II. RAISING THE BUDGET 

The Connecticut quota for the Unified Budget for the year was 0128,000.00 plus 
.0209 for the Suffield Academy which brought the total budget, not counting specifics, 
to 0130,675.20. The total collections through the Hartford office amounted to 093,- 
637.67. This was 06,451.26 less than the year previous and is accounted for in 
greater part by results of the hurricane on September 21st, the real drop in giving 
occurring after that date. Another item to keep in mind, however, was the fact that 
in the previous year, the giving to China Relief was credited to church quotas and 
the funds passed through the collector s hands. During this year under review funds 
for China Relief were not counted on the Quotas and were sent for the most part 
directly to the Church Committee for China Relief. This item alone accounts for 
nearly 03,000.00. Fourteen of the 148 churches listed, are reported closed, so that the 
134 churches (including 8 missions) reported active, gave as follows: Fourteen colored 
churches and New Haven Swedish and Clarks Falls made no contribution. Forty-four 
churches made increases ranging from 01.50 to 0160.47, making a total of 01,664.08. 
Seventy-one churches, however, decreased their giving, ranging from 48 cents to 01,- 
083.19, making a total decrease of 05,394.74 or a net loss of 03,730.66. Three 
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churches gave the same as they gave last year. Seventy-one churches are making 
regular contributions to the Unified. Budget while 34 churches send their money 
monthly. If more churches would follow the practice of sending whatever they have 
each month, much of the expenditure for interest on borrowed money could be saved 
to the Unified Budget. Attemps are being made in this direction, and more churches 
are accepting quotas.

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REPORT OF 

THE DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

In the growing of Christian character, seed time and harvest comes by genera- 
tions, not by years. We have been sowing and watering in the assurance that God 
giveth the increase, and we are enjoying the fruits of it even though we have no 
containers in which to measure it. We look over the vast fields and are distressed over 
the decreasing resources with which to work them. 

Changes in Leadership 

Early in the year covered by this report Dr. Owen C. Brown retired as executive 
secretary of The American Baptist Publication Society and Dr. Luther Wesley Smith 
was called to succeed him. Last May, Dr. John W. Elliott resigned, as secretary of 
the Department of Christian Education, and Richard I. Hoiland was made acting 
head of the department, in addition to his job as director of the Young People’s 
Division. Drastic reduction in income to the Society from business and investments, 
with mounting deficits, brought about the necessity of reducing the number of salaried 
workers, both at the headquarters and in the states, and the closing of our New 
England Store in Boston. The Divisions of Adult Work and Social Education have 
been closed and Dr. U. S. Mitchell has taken a pastorate. Mrs. Elizabeth M. Finn 
has been given other work, with part-time for week-day and vacation school work con- 
tinued. To compensate for some of this loss and to save our educational work from 
further disaster, the Society has been restored to participation in receipts from the 
National Missionary Budget of the denomination, which it generously relinquished 
a decade ago when the income was sufficient for the program without any share in 
the gifts from the churches. 

To take the place of the book store service after closing the store in Boston, 
the Publication Society has placed men in the field to visit the churches and assist 
them in the selection of materials. Dr. J. Hybert Pollard of Bristol has been their 
sales representative in Connecticut during this year and has rendered a good service 
in bringing our valuable publications to the attention of pastors and workers. Aside 
from the appeal of loyalty to our denomination, surely our people can appreciate the 
high quality of our materials and the necessity of using them if we are to have an 
intelligent Baptist constituency in our churches. Dr. Pollard has also rendered a most 
valuable service to the state as a member of our Committee on Christian Education 
for the past several years. We regret that he is leaving us to become a professor in 
Linfield College in the State of Oregon. 


Work in the Field 

Here in Connecticut we have relinquished our children’s worker and the work 
carried by Mrs. Jennie Reed Dixon, as part-time assistant, has been taken over by the 
writer. We have spent nearly half our time in the field visiting churches, conferring 
with pastors and workers in the churches, conducting conferences with groups and 
churches, associations and convention, directing summer conference work and working 
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with committees in numerous organizations in the state. We have shared in the 
work of several committees in the Council of Churches and the International Council 
of Religious Education. Time in the office is spent in study, personal interviews, cor- 
respondence and the preparation of numerous programs. The following paragraph 
will furnish a glimpse of the work done during the year. 

Week-Day and Vacation Schools 

Week-day schools in several centers have been in progress several years and re- 
port the usual success this year. We have participated in several serious discussions 
in Hartford this year, looking toward the establishment of a plan of week-day relig- 
ious education for the city, but the beginning of it is not yet in sight. 

We cooperated with the State Council of Churches in a coaching conference for 
vacation school workers and in the promotion of these schools in our churches. We 
sent out literature and furnished counsel to pastors and leaders in setting up their 
schools and selecting teachers and curriculum materials. The number of churches 
participating in or holding vacation schools is practically the same as last year, as 
nearly as we can discover from reports. 

Children’s Work 

We have had numerous conferences in local churches with teachers and distributed 
many leaflets and lesson helps on children’s work. We have offered training classes 
in the summer assembly and in community training schools. Letters have been sent 
occasionally to our list of key workers in the children’s departments. We have given 
general publicity to the plan of the Children’s Division to enlist the teachers in the 
Fellowship of Children’s Workers. 


Yoimg People 

We sent seven of our young people to the Regional Youth Seminar held in New 
York during the Christmas holidays. They returned with a new knowledge of our 
denominational organizations and great enthusiasm for our world-wide program. 
Using this delegation as a team we held youth rallies in nine centers and met more 
than 1,000 young people in our churches, in spite of their coming in the stormiest 
weather of the winter. This turned out to be a most significant educational project 
not only for those who attended the meetings but for the leaders as well. In addition 
to these rallies, many appointments were made for members of the team in local 
churches where they spoke to adults as well as groups of youth. 

We are sending a delegation of three to Denison University next Christmas to 
share in forming the proposed National Baptist Youth Council, being sponsored by 
the Council on Christian Education of The Northern Baptist Convention. With the 
help of these two delegations we are planning to create a new State Youth Council 
as a unit in the national program for youth. 
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We had more than three hundred young people at the annual meeting of the 
State Convention in Meriden and the last session was a union of all our adult and 

youth delegations in a great mass meeting. They were inspired with an address by 

our new executive secretary of The American Baptist Publication Society, Dr. Luther 
Wesley Smith. 

The Summer Assembly on the campus of the State University at Storrs is gen- 
erally proclaimed as the principal youth project in the state. The attendance was 
the largest we have ever had and the spirit and quality of work done was exceptionally 
good. Everywhere warm words of appreciation are coming from pastors and parents 
for what the assembly is doing both in the transformation of life and in providing 
leadership for the churches. After fourteen years of this work we are finding many 
devoted lay workers in our churches and young men and women in the ministry de- 
claring that their experience at Storrs was a deciding influence in their call to re- 
ligious living and service. In addition to the 163 who attended our Storrs Assembly 

a few churches sent delegations to other conferences, such as Northfield, Winnepe- 
saukee and Ocean Park. The writer was dean of the Storrs Assembly and taught 
two classes in the New England School of Methods at Ocean Park. 

We have given counsel in the Youth Committee of the State Council of Churches 
and participated in three couching conferences for the United Youth Council of the 
State, in the study of such subjects as narcotics, the Adventuring Churchman and 
Christian World Fellowship. We joined with other agencies in sponsoring one of 
the largest youth gatherings ever held in the state to hear the Post Madras team 
report on the World Conference on Christian Missions. 


Adult Education 

As a member of the International Committee on the Religious Education of 
Adults, I participated in 3 conference Held in Buffsloj f^ew Y'orkj in which, the Com- 
mittee on Marriage and the Family of the Federal Council of Churches and the Na- 
tional Council of Church Women and the International Council of Religious Educa- 
tion united in working out a plan of cooperation. In this conference it was agreed 
that these great interdenominational agencies would cooperate in an effort through 
the churches to establish the place of religion in the family. There will be much 
help on this emphasis provided through the religious press and church study groups 
throughout the country. 

As Chairman of the Committee on Adult Education in the Connecticut Council 
Churches, we have promoted this program of adult education in Connecticut. Two 
state-wide, one day conferences for young married people’s clubs were held. These 
clubs are multiplying rapidly in the churches and enlisting the interest and enthusiasm 
of great numbers of men and women between the ages of 25 and 40, who have not 
been very active in the church life during the last generation. We have been pointing 
the leadership of the churches to their great opportunity in this field by distributing 
literature, holding conferences in city councils and local churches and in assigning 
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speakers to churches. It is now generally recognized that we cannot get and hold 
the interest of youth in the church until we secure the example and cooperation of 
adults upon whom rests the responsibilities of the church and family, both for them- 
selves and their children. 

Leadership Education Advance 

We have been gradually increasing the number of people in our churches taking 
the courses in our Leadership Training curriculum. Several hundred units of credit 
are issued each year as they are taken in church classes, community training schools 
and summer conferences. A movement is now being sponsored by the Council on 
Christian Education of The Northern Baptist Convention which seeks to widen the 
scope of this program, challenging the churches to train all their workers all the time. 
It is hoped that all leadership experience will be used and guided in such a way as 
to develop the efficiency and Christian life of the worker. Baptist Leadership Educa- 
tion Advance began October 1, 1939, and will continue for a three-year period. The 
emphasis is on selecting and training qualified workers for local church activities 
through training courses and actual leadership experience. It is being promoted 
■through articles in our periodicals, special literature, posters, direct mail, associations 
and conventions and field work by the directors of education and volunteer helpers. 
It is a cooperative undertaking by all the National Agencies, the young people, the 
missionary societies, and organizations of the men and the women. Every church 
is requested to register its interest in this Advance with one of cur National Societies. 

Schools in Christian Living 

Schools in Christian Living are special programs for youth and adults in the 
local churches. Periodically a series of weekly sessions are held, in which all the 
interests of the congregation are provided. Bible study and missions, worship and 
family life, the church and moral issues are studied. It is bringing up-to-date leader- 
ship training and Schools of Missions and enlarging upon them. We have been 
promoting this plan for some time with very gratifying results in many churches. 
The old passion of evangelism is carried over in the idea of education for Christian 
living. Personal religion is at the heart of it. 

Education and Evangelism 

Of major concern in religious education is the great mass of unchurched people, 
many of whom are nominal church members. Many churches are asking for guidance 
in making community surveys to secure information about their members and parish 
constituency. We are urging that the church programs be studied also with a view 
to providing more adequately for serving the religious needs of the people in the light 
of the findings in these surveys. In this follow-up religious education may easily be 
adapted to whatever is the most effective method of evangelism in any given situation. 

The Committee on Christian Education, the Committee on Evangelism and the 
State Ministers’ Council cooperated in arranging a program for a day in September 
for the spiritual stimulation of our pastors. The program was built around the idea 
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of “Revitalizing Our Ministry” and we plan to follow up this emphasis with the 
lay workers and teachers in the churches. Christian education and evangelism are 
mutually dependent on each other in bringing the Gospel of Salvation to all the 
people and leading them into the fullness of growth in Christian living. It is in 
this spirit that we seek to promote the educational work. 

Conclusion 

I wish to acknowledge with gratitude the counsel given by the Committee on 
Christian Education, under the leadership of Pastor Ellis Gilbert of West Hartford. 
We have also been greatly blessed with a multitude of volunteer helpers in the 
field and especially as teachers and counselors at the Summer Assembly. Let us look 
to God to sustain us in the strenuous days ahead of us.

REPORT OF THE OBITUARY COMMITTEE 
FOR THE YEAR 1939 

■ Rev. Judson C. Hendrickson 

Mr. Hendrickson, formerly pastor of the First Baptist Church, Stamford, died in 
the New Haven Hospital, Wednesday, September 13, 1939. He had been ill for sev- 
eral months. Mr. Hendrickson was born in Mt. Pleasant, N. Y., March 4, 1870'. He 
was a graduate of Mexico Academy, Colgate University, a student at Neff School of 
Theology, Philadelphia. He was ordained in 1895, at Tottenville, N. Y. His pas- 
torates included: South Church, Tottenville; First Church, Middletown; Lestershire; 
Cohoes, First Church and First Church, Cortland, all in New York state and First 
Church, Stamford, Conn., from 1924-1936. Mr. Hendrickson was active in county, 
association, state, Sunday school and young people’s work. He served as state pres- 
ident of the N. Y. State Young People’s Society. He was a member of the Board 
of Managers of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, a member of the Executive Board 
of the Stamford Historical Society and Stamford Museum. He was a member of 
the Masonic Order and the Phi Gamma Delta Fraternity. He is survived by his 
widow, two sons, a daughter and two grandchildren. The funeral was held in Stamford, 
Friday, September 15, conducted by Dr. Charles H. Rust and Rev. Albeit E. Marion. 
Interment was made in Ossining, N. Y. 

Professor Otto Koenig 

Professor Koenig was born in Memel, Germany, April 5, 1866. His training was 
received at the Royal Academy, Elbing, Germany; Rochester Theological Seminary, 
Rochester, N. Y., and the Baptist College, Bristol, England. He was ordained May 
6, 1888. His ministry included pastorates in the German Baptist churches of Memel, 
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Germany; Rochester, N. Y.; St. Louis, Mo.; New Haven, Conn, and Buffalo, New 
York. For eleven years he was professor in Colgate-Rochester Divinity School. He 
died in New Haven, March 10, 1939. He is survived by his wife, one son and three 
daughters. 


Rev. Samuel Dancy 

Rev. Samuel Dancy was born in Ireland. He died in Darien, December 21, 
1938, at the age of 83 years. He was ordained over forty years ago in New Brunswick, 
N. J. His pastorates included Newton, N. J.; Altoona, Pa.; Banksville, Conn., and 
supply pastor in the Union Church at Turn-of -River, Conn. He is survived by his 
wife and two daughters. 


Rev. Elisha Sanderson 

Rev. Elisha Sanderson was born in Canton, New York, March 6, 1862. He 
died January 4, 1939. Graduate Colgate University and Newton Theological In- 
stitute. Ordained Greenville, N. H., June 19, 1889. His service included pastorates 
in the following churches: Greenville, N. H.; New Ipswich; Hopkinton; Moosup and 
Montville, Conn.; Sedgwick, Me.; Bridgewater; Fairfax, Vt.; Sutton and South Ber- 
wick, Me. He died at South Berwick. 


Rev. G. H. Schneck 

Rev. G. H. Schneck was born August 22, 1870, in Stuttgart, Germany, and died 
January 2, 1939, in Brooklyn, New York, where the memorial service was held January 
4th. He came to America in 1886. The German Baptist Seminary at Rochester 
needed a language teacher which Mr. Schneck was able to fill. He left that Institution 
in 1900. After twelve years in business with his father-in-law, he became pastor of the 
First German Baptist Church of New York. This church also ordained him for the 
Christian ministry. Four other churches had the pleasure to have him as pastor: the 
Second German Baptist Church of Chicago; the German Baptist Church in New 
Britain, Conn.; the Immanuel Church at Milwaukee, Wis.; and for the last eight 
years, he served the German Baptist Church of Passaic, New Jersey. Mr. Schneck 
was an excellent teacher and a leader of the German Baptist denomination. For some 
years he was chairman of the Publication Society Board of Cleveland, Ohio, and editor 
of the German Sunday School Quarterly. A friendly man, and a servant of God and 
man, has passed to his reward.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

The committee on evangelism is keenly conscious of its responsibility in promoting 
activity in this fundamental phase of our Kingdom task. We are equally aware of the 
limitations under which we labor. A superficial glance might incline one to think that 
little was being done in this field. The committee can do little other than agitate the 
cause and render such practical assistance as we are invited to do. The real work of 
evangelism is done by the pastor and his co-workers. A survey of accomplishments in 
this respect is most encouraging. Many of the pastors are anxiously alert and active 
in positive evangelistic efiForts of a large variety of types. 

The chairman has heard or read several of the reports of the Associational com- 
mittees and if these are to be taken at their face value, we are justifid in saying that 
all along the line there is a deepening sense of the need for a more earnest effort at 
enlistment for Christ, Christian living and the support of the Church. 

The committee initiated a stimulation conference which was cooperated in by 
the Christian Education Committee and the State Pastor’s Council. The meeting was 
held at Deep River, Friday, September 22 and was attended by seventy pastors. The 
theme of the conference was "Revitalizing Our Ministry” and the conference text, 
Romans 12:1.

During the fiscal year of 1938-39 The Connecticut Baptist Education Society 
granted financial aid to twenty-one students who were studying in schools of higher 
learning and preparing for full time service in Christian work. Eight young women 
and thirteen young men from the Baptist Churches of our State have received aid to 
the amount of ninety dollars each during the academic year. Eleven students attended 
seminaries. Ten attended college or university. Four have been graduated and expect 
no further aid from the Society. One has been appointed by The Northern Baptist 
Convention to serve as a Christian Missionary in China. The others have received 
full or part-time positions in Christian work. Letters of appreciation, including reports 
of their work have been received by the secretary from every student granted aid. 

Four new applicants have been accepted for the coming year. 

It is a matter of regret to the officers of this society that sufficient funds are not 
available to aid other students who have applied.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 
CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 

HARTFORD, 1939 


I. APPRECIATION: 

WHEREAS: The Bushnell Memorial has planned well and executed efficiently 
all details for our comfort and well-being during these two days 

BE IT RESOLVED: that we express our appreciation and gratitude to the man- 
agement and the staff of Bushnell Memorial. 

WHEREAS: The Central Baptist Church has again welcomed us; provided us 
with ample room facilities; untiring committees on various phases 
of arrangements; and enumerable workers on our behalf 

BE IT RESOLVED: that we express to the church and all its workers col- 
lectively and individually our sincere gratitude for their thought- 
fulness and kindness. 

WHEREAS: Many members of the several Baptist Churches of Hartford and 
vicinity opened their homes for our rest and comfort 

BE IT RESOLVED: that we publicly thank each and every one of these homes 
for the fellowship they have provided and the comfort they ren- 
dered the delegates. 

WHEREAS: The United Program Committee and our Baptist Committee on 
Program arranged such an outstanding Convention; 

BE IT RESOLVED: That we express our deep appreciation for the spiritual 
inspiration, deepened understanding, convicting challenge, and 
Christian fellowship they have brought us. 

II. PRACTICAL PROGRAM: 

WHEREAS: it appears that the man power of our several churches is not ef- 
fectively working in the interest of Christian worship, fellowship, 
and social action: 

We, therefore, urge: that the various pastors, together with the 
responsible leaders of their churches, give serious thought, study 
and planning to the ways and means that our man power may be 
effectively challenged and enlisted whole heartedly in making the 
Gospel a working power in their individual lives, their homes, 
churches and committees. 

WHEREAS: our young people seem to lack a deeper sense of Christian fellow- 
ship both in the church and our denomination 

We urge that: (1) Each church and those responsible for the 
various young people’s programs make definite plans to cultivate 
a sense of fellowship among their various young people’s groups. 
(2) That each association set to work planning ways and means 
of effectively bringing together the young people of their con- 
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stituent churches for fellowship and inspiration. (3) We all 
endeavor to create a state-wide fellowship through the NVaterbury 
Rally on October 28, 1939, and a large attendance at Storrs next 
summer. 

WHEREAS: the game of "Bingo” has been authorized by the state legislature 
and by many of our communities 

We urge that: the churches of our Convention acquaint themselves 
with the gambling spirit and practices that so often prevail when 
it is played so that they may (1) intelligently protest to their 
local governments permitting its playing. (2) Refrain from play- 
ing the game, even for social purposes, in connection with any of 
our church groups. (3) Dissuade our members from participating 
in the game when played in the community. (4) Insist that all 
Bingo games be played under all legal restrictions. 

ffl. SPIRITUAL MOTIVATIONS. 

WHEREAS: the Christian forces seem to be loosing thier power in individual 
lives and society as a whole and since the power of God unto 
righteousness seems so desperately needed 

We urge that: the local church in its program of worship, stress 
preaching and fellowship the emphasis of our Northern Baptist 
Convention on a world wide revival, evangelism and spiritual mo- 
bilization. To that end we would emphasis the attendance of 
our members to the Convocation Meetings of "100' Day Programs” 
to be held March 4 , 5, 6, 1940. 

WHEREAS: the excitement of war in Europe and the continuing conflict in 
Asia are having far-reaching effect upon the thought, emotions, 
industry and political action of our people, even to the possibility 
of the envolvement of our country — 

We affirm: (1) That the war method as being incompatible with 
the true message of Christianity; (2) War cannot accomplish the 
the goals of peace; (3) War is not inavoidable; (4) Our sorrow 
for the peoples at war, their leaders and especially for the victims 
' of the conflict; (5) Our loyalty to God and Christianity above 

political government. 

We, therefore, urge: that our churches (1) Re-examine the basis 
of our Christian faith in world peace; (2) Avoid being the agent 
of war propaganda; (3) Unite with all forces working for a peace 
without victory as a basis for a righteous peace; (4) Create ways 
and means through which our people can learn the truth and not 
be controlled by war propaganda; (5) Strive to keep down war 
hysteria, hatred, and condemnation; (6) Strive to make democracy 
truly effective in estabishing economic and social justice within 
our own country; (7) Through deepening of our spiritual life we 
prepare ourselves to help establish a lasting peace. 
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IV. THE LIQUOR PROBLEM. 

WHEREAS: the drinking of alcoholic beverages is taking place to an alarming 
extent 

We urge: (1) That each church study its own program for ways 
and means through which temperance education may be effectively 
woven in; (2) that special consideration be given to many fine 
material resources now available; (3) every member to think 
through his or her own personal social habits questioning their 
effect upon their own personal life as well as their influence upon 
other individuals, especially upon children and young people; (4) 
keep critical watch of the enforcement of liquor laws and its 
problems. 

V. CHINA RELIEF. 

WHEREAS: the Northern Baptist Convention has given its hearty support to 
the program of the Church Committee for China Relief, at the 
Convention in Los Angeles, June, 1939, and 
WHEREAS: the Connecticut Church Committee for China Relief, representing 
the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education, is 
continuing its effort to gain the support of every church in the 
State, and 

In view of the fact that up to the present less than one-third 
of the Baptist Churches in Connecticut have made any contribu- 
tion to the Church Committee for China Relief, and 

In view of the fact that the horrors of extensive floods in 
North China have recently added to the scourge of warfare, and 
WHEREAS: the large relief contributions from the British churches are being 
curtailed by the present hostilities in Europe, 

We, therefore urge upon the Baptist churches of Connecticut that 

(1) each one acquaint its people with the appalling need and with 
this great opportunity to demonstrate the love of Christ, and that 

(2) each church, which has not yet made a whole-hearted con- 
tribution to this Christian effort of the American churches, plan 
to do so at the earliest possible time in this year’s program. 

We also urge upon our people that they support every reasonable 
effort by our Government to stop American participation in the 
aggression against and the destruction of the life and livelihood 
of the Chinese people.

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REPORT OF THE PERMANENT COUNCIL OF THE 
CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 

It should be remembered that the State Permanent Council is the successor to the 
older Committee on Ministerial Standing and that it has the same duties as that 
Committee plus added duties that will perhaps appear in this report. 

In making this report, the committee is keenly aware of its handicap in not having 
the invaluable knowledge and experience of its former chairman, the Reverend Henry 
W. Hodge, who resigned during the year. The committee wishes to express to him 
its grateful appreciation for his years of work in connection with and pertaining to 
every move made to make the work of the committee and later, the council, worth 
while to the ministers and the churches of the State. Rev. Ivan H. Benedict, of Hart- 
ford, is now president of the State Permanent Council. 

The duty of the State Permanent Council is to act in an advisory capacity to the 
churches and to the pastors and Associational Councils in matters of ordination and 
in other matters as occasion may arise. 

The Council maintains a registry of our pastors in Connecticut for the mutual 
helpfulness of churches and pastors. The registry is kept at the office of the Con- 
vention. 

The Committee would advise that the Constitution and By-Laws of the Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention be amended so as to include the "Qualifications for 
Ordination” as they appear in the 1938 year book of the Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention page 119. 

The Committee would also advise that the churches when contemplating the 
ordination of young men to the Ministry follow the "Procedure of Candidate for 
Ordination” as printed in the Connecticut Baptist Annual for 1938, which is to be 
found on page 120 in said annual.

The standard of qualifications for ordination as adopted by the Convention m

1. The candidate for ordination should be a member of the church which 
ordains. 

2. The call for a council of ordination should be on the recommendation 
of the Association Examining Committee, or, in the event of the lack 
of an Association Permanent Council, upon the recommendation of 
the State Permanent Council. 

3. The educational qualifications for ordination should be: 

(a) Standard college and theological studies with graduation; 
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(b) Or, standard theological studies with graduation, besides two 
years of college studies. 

4. If the candidate for ordination has not had the educational prepara- 
tion listed above, ordination should not be granted until he has com- 
pleted at least a two years’ course of prescribed study. 

5. A candidate for ordination should have completed his course of 
studies, and should be either a pastor, or pastor-elect, or under ap- 
pointment for missionary or educational work. 

6. A candidate for ordination should be able to give clear convictions 
of truth upon subject kindred to, God; the Person of Christ; the 
Work of the Holy Spirit; the Church and Its .Ordinances; World- 
Wide Missions; and he should be able to give evidence of the implica- 
tions of these truths in their relation to the life of the individual, the 
life of the church, and the life of the world.

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REPORT 

OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST MEN’S COUNCII. 

1938-1939 

CONSTITUTION 
Article I. Name 

This organization shall be called the Connecticut Baptist Men s Council. 

Article II. Object 

The object of this Council shall be to unite the men of the churches in active 
work for the Kingdom of God, and by so doing to promote their spiritual life and 
to increase the power of the churches in their respective communities, cooperating with 
the Council of Northern Baptist Men in a program of service. 

Article III. Membership 

The membershp of this Council shall consist of all men who are affiliated with 
Baptist churches in the state. 

Article IV. Officers 

Section 1. The officers shall be a president, vice-president, a secretary and 
treasurer, and a board of not less than twelve directors, consisting of two directors from 
each Baptist association in the state. 

Section 2. The members of the board of directors shall be elected by the re- 
spective associational councils, or by the men of the churches gathered for that purpose 
in their annual or mid-year associational meetings. The general officers of the Council 
shall be elected at the annual state meeting. 

Article V. Meetings 

The annual meeting of the Council shall be held in connection with the meeting 
of The Connecticut Baptist Convention. Such other meetings may be called as in the 
judgment of the board of directors shall be deemed expedient. For all general meetings 
of the Council the officers shall act as a program committee. 

Article VI. Amendments 

This Constitution may be changed or amended at any annual meeting by the 
majority vote of the members present. 

By-Laws 

Article I. Duties of Officers and Directors. The general officers of the Council 
shall perform the duties usually devolving upon such officers. The board of directors, 
together with the general officers of the Council, shall meet from time to time to devise 
methods of coordinating the work of the men in the Baptist churches of this state, and 
to recommend such activities as shall seem to them to be helpful.

The Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council is a state branch of the National Council 
of Northern Baptist Men. 

During the year under review, in order to have a better working state organization, 
a constitution was adopted and the attempt was made to organize each of the six 
Associations by electing a chairman and two representatives to the State Council. These 
three men constitute a standing committee for all associational activities, and tie in 
directly with the State Council. Four of the six Associations have elected their chairmen 
and representatives and one other has held a preliminary meeting for organization. The 
secretary obtained from a large number of the churches the names of two key-men in 
each church, through whom information and publicity about National, State, Associa- 
tional and Local Men’s Activities can be directed. 
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Besides several local men’s rallies and meetings sponsored directly or indirectly by 
the State Council, there have been two associational series of meetings held. The first 
series, with Floyd L. Carr as the speaker in the interest of work with boys, were held, 
February 13, 14, 17, 20, 23, at Willimantic, Noank, New Hgven, Hartford and Bridge- 
port, respectively. The second series in the interest of associational organization were 
held May 15, 18, 19, 23 and 31, at Stratford, New London, Ansonia, Danielson and 
Mystic, and the speakers were: H. E. Hinton, Jerome Burt, Dr. R. L. Howard, H. O. 
Wyatt, and Ralph C. Ostergren, respectively. 

Good fellowship and a ne\i? enthusiasm marked the gathering of 110 men repre- 
senting 28 churches from the state at the Baptist Men’s Conference at Madison, on 
June 25th. President Loren Durner presided at the meetings which were held in the 
Congrgational Church due to the fact that the cottage was too small to accommodate 
the large attendance. Dr. Randolph L. Howard, secretary of The American Baptist 
Foreign Mission Society, spoke in the afternoon and again in the evening, giving a 
challenge to the men of the Baptist churches of Connecticut to so cultivate the work 
of the churches in their cities and towns that fruitful churches may be the heritage of 
the future. Among other resolutions, the following resolution was drawn up and 
sent to Governor Baldwin: 

"We, one hundred and ten men, representing the Baptist men of the 
State, in conference at Madison, this 25th day of June, 1939, believe that 
Bingo and other games of chance, whether given under the auspices of 
churches or other organizations, is still gambling and, as such, is detrimental 

to the morals and character of our young people. We hope you will consider 

prayerfully the whole situation before you allow the so-called Bingo Bill to 
become a law in our beloved State.” 

A special conference committee was appointed to arrange for next year’s meeting 
and also a committee to arrange for a men’s banquet at the State Convention at 

Hartford. The session was closed with benediction by Rev. Burtt N. Timbie, Meriden. 

At the Men’s Banquet held in connection with the State Convention Meetings 
in Hartford, October 11, 1939, the officers of the Council were elected. 

We thank all the men and speakers who have given their time and influence to 
the success of the work of the Council this year.

A heartening missionary hymn was sung followed by a few cogent 
remarks of Dr. David Pitt on the Ministers and Missionary Fund. 

Came then a period devoted chiefly to routine business. The report of the resolu- 
tions committee was presented by Rev. George H. Strouse. The moderator read the 
report of the Obituary Committee and Rev. Harry Brothwell reported for the Enroll- 
ment Committee showing that about 140 were in attendance. The report of the 
Nominating Committee was read and accepted. The clerk was instructed to cast one 
ballot and the oflFicers were declared elected for the ensuing year.
